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Divinity School Observes Anniversary 


The fortieth aninversary of the opening of the 
Church Divinity School, the official thological train- 
ing center of the Province of the Pacific. was ccle- 
brated in Berkeley on St. Luke’s Day, October 18. 
The holy communion was celebrated by Dean H. 
H. Powell in the Bishop Nichols cratcry of the 
school, in union with the communions of alumni 
and friends in their parish churches. An alumni 
luncheon was followed by a conference on “The 
Church in the Age.” The Rev. Charles W. Lowry, D. 
Phil., discussed “The Task of the Church in the Pres- 
ent Age,” describing the Church as the “God-bearer” 
to humanity and the conserver and cnlarger of hu- 
man life. The Rev. Schuyler Pratt, B. D., registrar, 
presented a paper on “The Requisites for Effective 
Leadership,” in which he surveyed and evaluated cur- 
rent psychological studies of the bearing of religion 
on human life. 


Open house and tea were followed by convocation 
in which five entering students were matriculated by 
Bishop Edward L. Parsons, D. D., president of the 
trustees. In the anniversary address the Rt. Rev. Noel 
Porter, Ph.D., of the class of 1911, Bishop Coadjutor 
of Sacramento, urged the school and the Church to 
go forward with courage and sacrificial devotion to 
make the future worthy of the past. The honorary 
degree of doctor of divinity was conferred upon the 
speaker by the school. 


More than eighty people gathered at the Berkeley 
Women’s City Club for the anniversary banquet and 
listened for more than two hours to tales of the old 
days in the school, to greetings from friends and 
the associated institutions and to prophecies of the 
greater days to come. The Rev. D. Charles Gardner, 
D. D., chaplain of Stanford University and the oldest 
graduate of the school present, Dean Powell and the 
Rt. Rev. Louis C. Sanford, D. D., president of the 
Province, were among the speakers. 

Enrollment is fourteen students in training for the 
priesthood and fifteen from four associated institu- 
tions. The Rev. J. Henry Thomas, F. R. H. S., has 
been appointed instructor in homiletics and rural 
work methods. The fortieth anniversary development 
fund campaign will be resumed in April next year.

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Letter from Archdeacon Hodgkin 


To my dear friends in the Diocese of California, 
greetings and good wishes. My first word is one of 
thanks to all the people who have so kindly written 
me and promised me their help and assistance. My 
second is to thank the kind person or persons who 
sent me a lovely box of beautiful gladiolas, which I 
found in the office the first day I came to it. 


The first month has been one of varied work and 
J hardly know how to classify it, for it is really not 
classifiable. There have been three convocation meet- 
ings, with the opportunity to speak and to meet 
people. How I wish I had a good memory for names 
and faces! These were all fine meetings; I can not 
compare two of them with their predecessors but 
that of Oakland was, I think, the best ! have at- 
tended in twenty-nine years. The topic of “Prayer” 
was dealt with and was an inspiration to us all. 


In one mission I was told that the prettiest girls in 
the county were in the choir; in another that the 
best singers in the county were in the choir. They 
were both good choirs. There was another choir in 
that same county and it was composed of the cun- 
ningest youngsters you ever saw. 


I have already learned a few things: First, watch 
the timetable; second, be careful about food; third, 
don’t look at the watch too often when preaching; 
fourth, enjoy every place visited and be happy, for 
it is the Lord’s work. 


I have received a booklet about the “Men and Mis- 
sions Sunday.” I wonder if all the clergy received a 
copy. Men and Missions and the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement have done a lot for the cause of missions 
in this country. Their teams, visiting different cities, 
have aroused the Christian public to a sense of re- 
sponsibility. November 19 is the Sunday this year. 
Something about it was mentioned in the October 
“Spirit of Missions” on page 573. 


In this connection I am hoping thai we can do a 
lot more mission studying and can learn more about 
the modern “Acts of the Apostles.” New chapters 
are continually being written and these chapters are 
a great aid in stimulating our faith and helping us 
to appreciate the power of the gospel. The Woman’s 
Auxiliary has for years been conducting study classes 
and something has been done in the Church Schools. 
But so far we have had very few efforts at reaching 
the whole parish; yet this should be our goal. 


Would not each parish like to give me some slides 
showing the beauty of its buildings, its choir and its 
Church School? I would like to take them around 
and show them to the missions and some day I 
would like to show pictures of the missions to the 
parishes.

Here is a new evidence that our School for Chris- 
tian Service shows its desire to co-operate in every 
way with better planning.

With these facts in mind it does not surprise us 
that St. Margaret’s boldly co-operates with the Presi- 
dent’s plans, attaches a blue eagle to her premises 
and is about to give work to those who sorely need 
il. For this endeavor she has to come down—-not to 
brass tacks but to paint. And the rest of us are going 
to help her by supplying some of the necessary 
brass tacks. 


Values must be preserved. It is not economical to 
allow them to disintegrate when a fine fabric, either 
material or spiritual, has been built up. Under pres- 
ent conditions our souls must inhabit bodies and the 
soul of St. Margaret’s must continue to have ade- 
quate housing. Weather-beaten wood must be pro- 
tected from decay by a new coat of paint and certain 
precautions must be taken to keep the delightful 
house in good condition. Three hundred dollars is 
needed for this and we will all try to make some gift 
toward the amount.

Every Member Canvass Demonstration 
Last spring the Diocesan Field Department ac- 
cepted the offer of the Rev. David Covell, secretary 
of the National Council, to conduct in the Diocese 
of California Every Member Canvasses in two par- 
ishes as demonstration centers. One of the parishes 
chosen was the Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo, 
of which the Rev. Lindley H. Miller is the rector. 

The first step in organization was the formation of 
the executive committee, which met and planned the 
dates for the meetings of the canvassers, the parish 
dinner and the canvass as long ago as last May. The 
names of prospective canvassers were tentatively 
listed at that time also. Thus the preliminary organ- 
ization was completed before vacation time, so that 
in August and early September there was no delay 
in getting under way, the first canvassers’ meeting 
being held on September 8, when Mr. Covell gave 
his first instruction. The first lesson gained from Mr. 
Covell’s plan, then, is the absolute need of starting 
in the spring if the plan is to operate easily and 
smoothly, without inefficient haste and last-minute 
confusion. 

Mr. Covell visited the parish four times—twice for 
the instruction of canvassers, the rector taking their 
third instruction, one for the parish dinner and once 
for a report meeting during the canvass. At each 
visit he met with the executive committee and care- 
fully checked from a written outline each step in the 
plan so as to be sure that nothing had been over- 
looked. Similar checking was done also by the com- 
mittee whenever it met without Mr. Covell. The com- 
mittee met each week during the “intensive period” 
of four weeks before the canvass. The second les- 
son is the need of close adherence to Mr. Covell’s 
detailed plan and a constant checking to see that 
every detail is attended to. 

The invitations to the dinner were given by per- 
sonal calls on every member and friend of the par- 
ish. The printed invitation was thus delivered by 
hand and reservations were made through the call- 
ers, who reported to “captains,” who in turn reported 
to the chairman. of the canvassers’ committee. The 
printed invitations contained the invitation itself in 
the name of the canvass committee, a list of the 
three speakers and their subjects and the menu—-so 
that everyone could see that a real dinner was plan- 
ned in spite of the low cost of 40 cents a plate; chil- 
dren under twelve, 25 cents. The dinner was prepar- 
ed and put on the dishes by a local restaurant, the 
young people of the parish doing the actual serving, 
while the parish employed the dishwasher. Of course, 
no money was made on the dinner by the parish; 
indeed, there was a slight deficit but the cost was 
amply justified by the large number attending and 
by the fact that no members of the parish were in 
the kitchen and thus deprived of the fellowship and 
inspiration of the community singing and speeches.

Every Member Canvass Demonstration 

Last spring the Diocesan Field Department ac- 
cepted the offer of the Rev. David Covell, secretary 
of the National Council, to conduct in the Diocese 
of California Every Member Canvasses in two par- 
ishes as demonstration centers. One of the parishes 
chosen was the Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo, 
of which the Rev. Lindley H. Miller is the rector. 

The first step in organization was the formation of 
the executive committee, which met and planned the 
dates for the meetings of the canvassers, the parish 
dinner and the canvass as long ago as last May. The 
names of prospective canvassers were tentatively 
listed at that time also. Thus the preliminary organ- 
ization was completed before vacation time, so that 
in August and early September there was no delay 
in getting under way, the first canvassers’ meeting 
being held on September 8, when Mr. Covell gave 
his first instruction. The first lesson gained from Mr. 
Covell’s plan, then, is the absolute need of starting 
in the spring if the plan is to operate easily and 
smoothly, without inefficient haste and last-minute 
confusion. 

Mr. Covell visited the parish four times—twice for 
the instruction of canvassers, the rector taking their 
third instruction, one for the parish dinner and once 
for a report meeting during the canvass. At each 
visit he met with the executive committee and care- 
fully checked from a written outline each step in the 
plan so as to be sure that nothing had been over- 
looked. Similar checking was done also by the com- 
mittee whenever it met without Mr. Covell. The com- 
mittee met each week during the “intensive period” 
of four weeks before the canvass. The second les- 
son is the need of close adherence to Mr. Covell’s 
detailed plan and a constant checking to see that 
every detail is attended to. 

The invitations to the dinner were given by per- 
sonal calls on every member and friend of the par- 
ish. The printed invitation was thus delivered by 
hand and reservations were made through the call- 
ers, who reported to “captains,” who in turn reported 
to the chairman: of the canvassers’ committee. The 
printed invitations contained the invitation itself in 
the name of the canvass committee, a list of the 
three speakers and their subjects and the menu—-so 
that everyone could see that a real dinner was plan- 
ned in spite of the low cost of 40 cents a plate; chil- 
dren under twelve, 25 cents. The dinner was prepar- 
ed and put on the dishes by a local restaurant, the 
young people of the parish doing the actual serving, 
while the parish employed the dishwasher. Of course, 
no money was made on the dinner by the parish; 
indeed, there was a slight deficit bul the cost was 
amply justified by the large number attending and 
by the fact that no members of the parish were in 
the kitchen and thus deprived of the fellowship and 
inspiration of the community singing and speeches. 

The aim was to have every family represented and 
this was almost fulfilled for there were, including 
the young people who served and stayed for the
